Secondly, That if the Crown ought not to have fuch 
an Influence, it ought not to be potefs’d with that De- 


gree of Power that is cage to the obtaining of it, | 


becaufe the Abu/e of Power is almoft infeparable from the 
U/e of it. 


Thirdly, That if the Abu/e of Power be infeparable — 


from the U/e of it, then proper Refraints to prevent a 
dangerous Encreafe of Power, are as neceflary to prefervea 
Community, as the Want of them are to defrcy it, and 

confequently, | 
Fourthly, That if for Want of. fuch Reftraints, 
Lows may be enacted or the Approbation of the whole 
Legiilature obtain’@-of PROJECTS that read from the 
People their Properties, inftead of fecuring their Enjoy- 
ment of them; that opprefs them with every —— 
whic 
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which ¢an fink and ruin a State, inftead of raifing its Cri- 


dit, and fupporting its Dignity, than it will be fo far from 
being true, that what may juftly be call’d the Laws 
ci the Land, would be the Standing Meature of the King’s 
Government, and. the People's Obedieace, that they would 


tather become the Standing Meafure of the King’s Tyranny, 


and the People’s Slavery. And therefore, 
Fitthly, “That the reducing our Kings at the Revolution 
to govera hy Law, is no more a |’roof that their Power 
was reduced far enough, than it is a Proof, that this forry 
enteebled Drone hath either Anew/edge enough to be ac. 
quainted with the Subject fhe writes upon, Meaarng enough 
to make any Body attend her, or Credit enough to prevent 
all Mankind from thinking that the is the lowe# Teol 
that any Statefman ever condefcended to work with 
Alter Stating the incapacitatiag difabling Claufe in the 
Act of jSucceffion, and the fubfequent Act, by which this 
Claufe was repeal’d as to all P/ace,men, but thofe who were 
concerned in the Receipt of the Revenue, fhe affures us, 
‘© That thus Things ftand now, and thus they oughe to 
‘* fiand, for thefe two plain Reafons: firft the cutting of

that the People are JUST deprived of their Right to chufe 
what Gentlemen they might think fit to reprefent them ; 
and yet the urges the Injuftice of their being deprived of 
this Right, as a Proof as things ought to ftandas they do ; 
fo that inthe fame Breath the Rectitude of this Reftraint is 
afferted, and yet the Right of the People to be freed from 
it, is contended for, as a Proof that the Reftraint is 
-reafonable. 


I hope I have made my Way pretty clearly thro’ this 


Affemblage of Du/nefs, Darknefs and Corruption, and have 
broughtto Light what feems to be the natural Refult of the 
whole. | | |

His Excellency 
was of Opinion, that being intrenched within fuch ttrorg 
Lines, the Allies would never have attacked fim. but 
finding by his Spies, and the Approach of rhe Huemy, 
that they really defigned it, he thought prover to retire near, 
erto Manisa, having but 12,000 Men with him.

, cellency’s. Retreat was made with fuch Precipitation. that 
he had not ‘Time even to deftroy the Works, which he. 


had contrived and fortified in an excraordinary Manner.

The 
Complaifance ofthe French tothe Prufiaa Troops, whilft 
they continued incamped at Gera Pcrm, on the Banks of the 
Rhine. oppotite to their Army, in not firing a {ingle Gun 
at them, has occationed Abundance of Speculation ; as has.
